A Third Party

That this device, 
e third, splinter party, utterly 
failed to defeat Harry Truman in 
71348 and merely added to the 
overwhelming election of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, who now wants 
to investigate them, does not seem 
to deter them. 

Nor does the spectacle of 
France, where the major parties 
are bound like Gulliver by the 
many Lilliputian splinter parties 
of that unhappy country, cause 
them in any manner to desist in 
their third-party clamor. 


The Past 


There is an old axiom that he 
who does not know and under- 
stand the past is bound to re- 
peat it. 

The truth of that observation is 
inescapable. 

There were many factors which 
produced the War Between the 
States. 

But, basically, the one act.which 
precipitated it was the refusal to 
accept the election of Abraham 
Lincoln and the split, over that 
issue, of the Democratic Party. 

Had not the party split, there 
is doubt Lincoln would have 
been elected. He came to office on 
a minority popular vote. 

But, assuming Lincoln would 
have won against the best efforts 
of the party, the Democrats al- 
most certainly would have re- 
tained control of the’ Congress. 
The South, in particular, would 
have been able to have its best 
leaders in the House and Senate 
as chairmen of controlling com- 
mittees. Lincoln, at the time, pub- 
licly had asserted he did not in- 
tend to oppose slavery save in 
the territories. He had in mind a 
slow, progressive move in which 
the federal government would 
work out a subsidy plan. The 
truth was that all through the 
South there was even then a 
growing realization that slave la- 
bor was not efficient and that it 
was becoming too much of an 
economic load. Also, there was at 
work a moral and spiritual re- 
vulsion against the system itself. 

Yet, in the emotional fervor 
and angry resentment of the 
times, the party was split. There 
was a refusal to accept the re- 
sults of the election. It is enor- 
mously pathetic to read the dia- 
ries and the history of those criti- 
cal days and to know that many 
of those who voted for secession 
would never have done so had 
they really believed it meant war. 

It is, of course, a great over- 
simplification to say that had it 
been possible to have hanged 
about 10 men on each side in 
1859-60 the war would never have 
come. 


Results 


But, it is an unarguable truth 
to say that if the Democratic 
Party had not been split, and even 
if defeated (as it likely would not 
have been), it had accepted 
the results of the balloting, the 
war would not then have come. 
The party and the South certainly 
could have controlled the Con- 
gress. Lincoln, faced with the 
necessity of compromise, as Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has been de- 
pendent on a Democrat-controlled 
Congress, would have “gone 
along’ in a conservative approach, 
He would have had no choice. 

It is too little understood that 
we are the only nation on earth 
with an original political founda- 
tion. We began as a republic with 
elective, representative processes. 
The two-party system grew in- 
evitably out of its soil. The only 
time we refused to follow the 
American political way of life we 
had a war between the states. 

Let any man have what protest 
he will—but let us not be per- 
suaded into any delusion that a 
third, “‘protest’’ party, angry and 
largely impotent, can bring any- 
thing to it save failure, defeat and 
perhaps serious damage to our 
form of goyernment, 

There are many things unpleas- 
ant to swallow politically. 

But the two-party pharmacy is 
the best place to do so. 


Spring Test 
Of Stronger 
H-Bomb Set 


Power of Weapon 
Said Twice 1954’s 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 —The | 
United States probably will test 
super-super hydrogen bombs in the | 
Pacific this spring with an ex: 
plosive force of 40 to 50 million tons 
of TNT, a congressional authority 
said today. 

Such an H-bomb could almost 
obliterate any of this country’s ma- 
jor cities, and spread deadly radio- 
activé “fall-out” over many thou- 
sands of square miles. 

A government study committee 
said only a few days ago that the 
‘time is close at hand’’ when Rus- 
Sia as well as the United States| 
will have hydrogen bombs of such 
magnitude. 


INCREDIBLE FORCE 

An official government announce- 
ment of the tests is expected soon. 
It is expected to stress precautions 
that will be taken to make sure 
no one will be hurt by the almost 
incredible force of the new H-bomb 
explosions. 

President Eisenhower is under- 
stood to have given his final ap- 
proval for the spring tests to Chair- 
man Lewis L, Strauss of the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission shortly be- 
fore his return to the capital from | 
Gettysburg, Pa. 

Strauss told newsmen at octal

The last 
tests there in the spring of 1954 
were of ‘“‘super H-bombs’”’ compar- 
able in violence to 15 to 20 million 
tons of TNT. — 

“This year,” the source said, 
“we are thinking in terms of 40 
to 50 million tons.”

The Future Is Easier 
With Careful Planning 


The year 1955 was a busy one for At- 
lanta Ir his annual report to the Board 
of Aldermen, Mayor William B. Harts- 
field pointed with, justifiable pride to 
deeds accomplished. 

And well he might. The metropolitan 
area, including the area within the city 
limits, continued to expand faster than all 
expectations. And somehow, civic services 
were maintained and in some tases im- 
proved without violating the city’s 
budget. 

For the 18th year Atlanta operated on 
a casn basis, paying its debis and borrow- 
ing nothing for day to day expenses. The 
year ended with a cash carryover of 
$2,514,340, the largest in the city’s his- 
tory. 

The mayor’s accounting took a bright 
view of the future, though citizens were 
warned to expect sldw progress on the 
downtown connector of the expressway. 

But there was hupe in the mayor’s 
remarks that an expected increase in the 
federal road building program might re- 
sult socn in an east-west expressway, an 
express entrance and exit to the mu- 
nicipal airport, and a speedup in the 
connector: schedule 

Concerning the airport, the mayor dis- 
cussed an eight-to-10-million improve- 
men: program to be financed partly with 
local funds and partly with federal 
money. Work on this project will begin 
shortiy but will take years to complete. 

Another long-range project important 
to the welfare of the city is the survey 
approved for water sewerage and drain- 
age needs. [The waterworks currently is 
enjoy:ng a $4,000,000 improvement pro- 
gram, but like the airport, it’s a constant 
race ‘o keep up with the demand on the 
facilities. 

Atlanta’s growth continues, and is 
likely to do so for years to come. Im- 
proveinents are liable to become obsolete 
as sown as they are finished. 

Consistent planning is the key to it. For 
while sometimes Atlanta anticipates the 
future, there are other times when the 
city scems slow to recognize the obvious.

The man who gave us the six great 
books on Lincoln and the more recent 
single volume—the best things ever done 
on that tall, somber man with jokes al- 
Ways in his mouth—says he has 
books to come.

And more good news, 
a new book of poetry is being written 
which he believes will be his best. 

Carl Sandburg has understandably be- 
come best known to this generation for 
his magnificent books on Lincoln. But it 
is significant that his collected poems 
are still selling well. He was first a poet. 
Indeed, much of his Lincoln, “The Prairie 
Years” and “The War Years” 
derful prose-poetry. 

Sandburg provided some typically 
Sandburgian answers to reporters who 
prodded him for “rules for happiness.” 
He gave them as follows: 

1—To be out of jail. 

2—To eat and ‘sleep regularly. 

3—To get what I write printed in a 
free country for free people. 

4—To have a little love in the home 
and a little affection and esteem outside 
the home. 

One must titrn to his poetry for his 
really great talent and yenius for the 
vivid phrases, for wry humor and poems 
of people. 

On his 78th birthday his philosophy 
is still that of some lines taken from “The 
People, Yes.”

Say the Jews of faith. 

The best teacher is time. 

The best book is the world.

This dims the prospects for sizable cuts in either taxes or the 


public debt. 

It could preclude balancing. the 
budget for the 1956-57 fiscal year 
beginning next July 1. But there is 
perhaps an even greater signifi- 
cance in this prospective reversal 
of the trend toward lower spend- 
ing. 

The administration's record in 
reducing. the cost of government 
has been admirable: a few years 
ago it would have seemed handly 
credible that it could do so much 
sO fast. From over 74 billion dol- 
lars in fiscal 1953, it cut spending 
to 64.5 billion dollars last fiscal 
year; the estimate for this fiscal 
year indicates a further reduction 
to less than 64 billion dollars. 

Impressive though this record is, 
it should be considered a_ begin- 
ning, not an end. If the good be- 
ginning is now to be abruptly 
ended it is hard to see when the 
goal of a spending structure based 
on supportable tax rates and a 
more manageable debt is to be 
reached. For this is a_ time cof 
peace and unexampled prosperity 
when the people are perfectly able 
to do for themselves many of the 
things the government does or 
wants to do for them. 

And if, despite the absence of 
war, more must be spent on de- 


~ 


fense then the answer is to find 
still greater reductions in other 
areas. But this is apparently not 
the administration's answer. The 
intention seems to be to spend 
more for foreign aid, more for ag- 
riculture and more for highways. 


As Sen. Byrd (D-Va) remarks, 
there is nowhere ‘‘evidence of any 
retrenchment of any conse 


quence.” | 

It is serious enough that the ‘ad- 
ministration should thus temper its 
zeal for economy. What is worse is 
the inescapable suggestion of a re- 
signed acceptance of the philoso- 
phy of big government. That is the 
really disturbing thing — for the 
new year and the years thereafter.

many others are parts of a river system which begins in the Ate 


lanta area. 


The South River Starts as a trickle in the vicinity of East Point 
and ends up a big boy, helping to form Jackson Lake, 40 miles or so 


southeast of Atlanta. 
So this is the story of a river 
and how it gets to be one. 


The South River, after cranking 
off in East Point, trickles under 
Stewart avenue, the south express- 
way and Highways 54 and 42. South 
of Constitution road it is joined by 
Entrenchment Creek which has ts 
beginnings around Grant Park and 
which passes under East Confed- 
erate avenue, Moreland avenue 
and Fayetteville road on its wind- 
ing way to the growing river. 

Sugar Creek also joins the river. 
Springing from near Candler Park, 
it drops south into the South in the 
area of U.S. Penitentiary Honor 
Farm No. 2 off Clifton Springs 
road. And it is in this vicinity that 
the combined waters of DoLittle 
and DoLess Creeks join the river. 
DoLittle sets out from the East 
Lake Country Club, runs under 
Glenwood, McAfee road, Tilson 
drive, White’s Mill road, Panthers- 
ville road and combines with Do- 
Less Creek near Clifton Springs 
road. 

Atlanta has a river of its very 
own? Certainly. Watch it grow. 

Cobb Creek begins near Memori- 
al drive and. Covington road and 
runs into Fowler Creek which 
comes from around Glen Haven. 
This combined operation joins with 
Shoal Creek which had set out 
from the other side of Memorial 
between Columbia drive and Can- 
dier road and leaps into the South 


a 


River just south of Flat Shoals 
road near Waldrup Bowen road. 

While all this is going on, Indian 
Creek, flowing from around Clarks- 
ton, joins another creek (couldn't 
find its name) lich starts near 
Pine Lake. This junction north ‘of 
Rockbridge road forms Snapfinger 
Creek which flows under Redan 
and Hairston roads. /Near Hairston 
road, Barbashela Creek drops into 
Snapfinger. A fairly big creek now, 
Snapfinger wanders under the Cov- 
ington Highway, Thompson Mill 
road, is joined by Painter’s Branch 
near junction of Highways 155 and 
212 and combines with the South 
River immediately after crossing 
under Kelley Chapel road.

Dusty Rhodes came back to Atlanta Thursday. 
This time there were no parades, no police escort, no 
banquets adorned by Very Important People. Dusty 
just delivered the body via an airline ticket registered to 
Rhodes, J. L., and nobody but Ed Grant paid any at- 


tention. 
It wasn’t because Dusty’s batting average was 36 points | 
lower, that he batted in’18 less runs, hit nine less homers or 


totaled 30 less bases. It was because he didn't hit a lick in the 

7 World Series, a predicament created 
when the New York Giants not only 
failed to win the pennant, but finished 
a bad third to Milwaukee. 

‘IT guess you hated to see Leo 
Durocher go, Dusty.”’ 

“Yeah, I cried,’”’ he said, drench- 
ing friend Grant’s living room with 
. sarcasm. 

‘I thought Leo loved you.” 

“He did—as long as I was hit- 

ting,’’ Dusty said. “You know how 
I'll come back to the dugout drag- 
ging my bat after I strike out? I 
did it in 1954. I’ve always done it. 
I struck out against Brooklyn one 
day and came back dragging my 
bat like always. Leo hollers, ‘At 
least you can look like a ball 
player after you strike out!’ 

“TIT hollered back, ‘What you want 
me to do, bust into cheers because I strike out?’ You know he 
didn’t use me again for three weeks.”’ 

The Rhodes story of the year before was something out of 
fantasy. The rustic Dusty had almost single-handed Cleveland 
out of the World Series in four games. Afterwards, there wasn't 
enough Rhodes to go around. Everybody wanted a piece of Dusty 
for a banquet, a parade, a charity, for anything. He got on a 
treadmill at the end of the series and didn’t get off until he re- 
ported to the Giants in Arizona last March.

One of his trips was a charity adventure in Atlanta, complete 
with parade, banquet and much oration. The biggest affair of all 
came off in Rock Hill, S.C., where Dusty had played minor 


league ball and worked in a textile mill. The whole town stopped | 


for a day while the famous pinch-hit artist returned home. 

There were no parades this year, no banquets. Dusty just 
got off the train and he was home. You'd have thought he 
hit minus .017 and personally attacked Willie Mays. Actually, 
he didn’t have a bad, year. He hit .305 and drove in 32 runs 
playing mostly on call, 

“TI never did get myself straightened out until June,”’ he said. 
“What a winter that was! Next time I’m going to go in the 
opposite direction of home. No more parades, no more banquets, 
no more of that noise. 

“I got home as quiet as you please this year. I sneaked into 
town (Montgomery, Ala.) and nobody knew I was there. I don’t 
guess they cared. I’ve had a quiet winter. Nobody’s wanted me to 
make any speeches or nothing. I made money last winter, but 
money isn’t everything. Just most everything.” 

This ‘trip was strictly for a visit with Grant, a native of 
Dusty’s Alabama home region and a hunting companion of many 
seasons. 

Desty avoids the question of what was wrong with the 
Giants like the plague. “I know,” he said, “‘but I can’t say. 
I’ve got to work there again next year. I can tell you one 
thing: 

“You read the stories about Leo resigning. Don’t believe 
them. He never had a chance to come back. I'll bet you right 
now, though, that he’s at Milwaukee before July next season.”

*‘All depending on how you hit, huh?” 

“‘No,”’ Dusty said, coyly, ‘ton the other.” He thought that over 
for a moment and bounced back. ‘‘My fielding’s not that bad. 
They talk about it, but you know how many errors I’ve made in 
two years?” 

He held up two fingers. ‘“Two,”’ he said, ‘‘just two, and 
one of them I shouldn’t have made.’’ 

The Giants will win the pennant by 15 games, Dusty pro- 
claimed, astounding his small audience. ‘‘You remember I said 
that,”’ he said. ‘“‘We'll win it by 15 games, and I don’t know a 
thing about Rigney’s managing. Brooklyn will do good to finish 
third. Them guys are getting too old over there.’’ 

And when it happens, the Giants win it by 15 games and 
Rhodes closes out another World Series in four games, don’t plan 
any parades, banquets or speeches.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6 (® — It’s no longer 
proper, even in Brooklyn, to refer to the 
Dodgers as ‘‘Dem Bums’’—they’re the t@éam of 
the year. 


One hundred and seven sports writers and 
broadcasters said so on their ballots in the As- 
sociated Press year-end poll. What's more, all 
but 15 experts who voted but failed to list the 
Dodgers first, put Brooklyn down as either the 
second or third team. 


That gave Brooklyn a whopping point total 
of 419 in a vote that virtually ignored the top 
teams of other sports. Points were counted on 
a 3-2-1 basis and the Dodgers drew 41 second- 
place votes and 16 thirds. 


Oklahoma's all-winning football team took 
second place with 211 points, the Universify of 
San Francisco’s National Collegiate Basketball 
Champions third with 145 and the Cleveland 
Browns of pro football fourth with 98. 

The Dodgers, it might be said, earned the 
top designation twice. First they ran off with 
the National League pennant, leading the race 
by 1242 games midway through the season and 
clinching the title 17 days before the season 
closed—the earliest date in history. 


| DODGERS BUMS NO LONGER— 
THEYRE AP TEAM OF YEAR 


In spite of the Brooks’ dominance in their 
league, the Yankees were favored to win the 
World Series, After all, the Dodgers had tried 
seven times previously and never had won. It 
looked like a cinch when the Yanks took the 
first two series games. No team ever had come 
back to win a best-of-seven series after losing 
the first two. But the Dodgers did. 


Oklahoma’s football :players didn’t have to 
undergo any such tribulations—but neither did 
they have to play the Yankees. The Sooners 
just went on winning until they had cleaned 
up 10 games and had run their all-winning 


streak to 29 straight. The Sooners made it 30 
straight by beating Maryland 20-6 in the Orange 
Bowl Monday. 

Cleveland's Browns, who won the champion- 
ship in the National Football League, drew 10 
first-place votes and 98 points. Michigan State's 
football team, which earned the Big Ten’s Rose 
Bowl nomination by finishing second to Ohio 
State, placed fifth in the voting with three first 
and 45 points. The Australian Davis Cup tennis 
team received 16 points, the Maryland football 
team 13 and the Syracuse Nationals of pro 
basketball 11.
